Many swell producers paid 
such high prices for grapes that they 
could sell their wine only at a loss 
and therefore held it. 
Such producers 


will buy few grapes this season, pos- 
sibly none at all.

University Writes Im- 


pressions of His 


Visit 


On the 27th of Jun° my wife 


found ourselves aboard the good ship j 
Gaelic and outward bound to Honolulu 
and Japan. 
Although hundreds and 


thousands have taken this trip, yet it ' 
la ever novel and full of interest. The j 
Gaelic is one of the smaller steam , 
shipa of the Oriental and Occidental ' 
line, but it is also one of the best 
ships in which to make a trip across 
the Pacific. 
From Captain "William 


Finch and his genial officers to ser- 
vants and crew, all that watchfulness 
and courtesy can do for the comfort 
and the entertainment of passengers 
Is done. 


Th« Voyage 


At one o'clock the ship stood out 


from 
the -wharf 
and slowly moved 


down the harbor. 
We had said our 


good-byes 
to the 
.fifteen 
or twenty 


friends who came down to see us off 
and waved a last adieu to them from 
the deck until they faded from our 
view. 
Then past the Presidio and 


Fort Point we watched the leceding 
shores and, at the same time, kept a 
watchful eye out for the Farrailones, 
whoso rugged 
cliffs 
and lighthouse 


were to be our last view of land for 
nearly a week. 
"We have on board 


fifty-eight saloon passengers, thirty- 
five of them teachers and clerks for 
Manila. 
A very few like ourselves 


are on pleasure bent, and the rest are 
merchants going to Yokohama 
and 


Kobe and Shanghai and Hongkong-, for 
the purposes which aie dear to the 
heart of every business man. 


I do not know why it is but eating 


seems to enter largely into the calcu- 
lations of those on board ship. 
After 


the experience of seasickness for a day 
or two, the average passengei fiom the 
tonic of sea air and .salt baths is ready 
for hlstjsix meals a day and seven if 
he wants them. 
Before he 
i ise.s in 


the morning his room boy bi ings him 
an orange, toast and coffee. 
At half 


past eight the gong 
calls 
him to 


breakfast. 
At eleven o'clock the deck 


-steward brings him broth and crac- 
kers. 
At one o'clock the gong sounds 


for tiffin and at four o'clock afternoon 
leu is served. 
Dinner, which is the 


formal meal of the day. takes place at 
seven or half past seven o'clock. 
At 


this meal tho officeis of the ship ap- 
pear in their dress uniforms, und the 
passengers, as a rule, don their best 
attire. 
After 
dinner 
in 
pleasant 


weather the passengers gather on the 
deck and pass the time in conversa- 
tion or In some form of amusement 
suitable to the time and place. As the 
voyage to Yokohama consumes about 
eighteen days there is ample time for 
the passengers to become acquainted 
with each other. 


Amusements 


It is not well to devote much, if any 


time, to serious reading. 
Two hours 


a day Is as much work as anyone 
should undertake to do. 
There are a 


great many forms of amusement which 
are devised for entertainment of old 
t, nd young during a voyage of two 
•weeks and a half. 
Shuffle board is a 


game for two or four persons and con- 
tit ts of red and white discs of wood 
nix inches in diameter. 
Each person 


has in hand a long handled pusher 
and the game is to send the discs along 
the deck into spaces which, ar,e chalked 
out and numbered. 
This is perhaps 


the most popular game. 
There is a 


game called golf, however, which to 
me is more interesting. 
The links 


are marked 
out in more 
difficulty 


places on the deck. 
For instance on 


the Gaelic we have nine links or holes 
and the game is to put the discs in 
these holes in succession. The popular 
games are bull board, ping pong and 
pig quoits, and for exercise sand bags 
and punching: bag. For about ten 
days there Is a swimming tank on the 
lower deck. 
I can think of no exer- 


cising more exhilirating than at six 
o'clock in the morning to take a plung'e 
in the cool sea water. With the blue 
sky above you and the deep blue sea 
around you, it appeals to every sense 
of physical delight. 
Then there are 


several days given up to a succession 
of laughable and even ludicrous con- 
tests, some for men and some 
for 


women, for which prizes are offered 
to the first and second winners. Among 
these games for ladies are the thread 
and needle race, egg and spoon race, 
toothpick race, potato raf?e and boot 
and shoe race. 
The games for 
the 


gentlemen are ginger ale and cracker 
race, slinging the monkey, wheelbar- 
row race, newspaper race, cock fight- 
ing and the grsased pole over the tank. 
After these races and games were all 
completed, the passengers gathered of 
an 
evening 
in 
the 
saloon 
when 


speeches were made and the prizes 
presented. It is surprising "the amount 
of wholesome fun that is developed 


during the progress of these games. 


Honolulu 


On the first Friday afternoon after 


leaving San Francisco, we descried the 
dim outline of land looking at first 
like clouds lying low on the horizon. 
Soon we could see foliage, then dwell- 
ings, and finally the steamer moved 
slowly between the buoys toward the 
wharf. "After dinner it was a plea- 
sure to go ashore and feel the firm 
ground once more beneath our feet. 
Four of us took a. carriage and drove 
out to Malkiki. 
To see the, majestic 


royal palms and tropical foliage 
of 


every description, the glimpses of the 
homes, the oriental side of life was a 
novel experience. 
After leaving our 


luggage at the Moana hotel we walked 
under the light of the full moon down 
to the beach to .watch the surf break 
on the coral reefs a long distance out 
and then irush onward 
toward _ the 


shore, great foaming wreaths of spray. 
Later in the evening we were joined 
by three of the ship's party and most 
of us went in bathing. 
The water for 


bathing is the warmest I have ever 
known, the temperature not less than 
eighty degrees. 
The keen enjoyment 


of such bathing with the billows of the 
ocean rolling in upon you, now lifting 
you high on their crest, now plunging 
you into the lowest depths of the re- 
ceding wave must be experienced to" be 
appreciated. 


The next morning about twenty of 


the passengers took carriages and set 
out on a tiip to 
the two principal 


points of interest in Honolulu — the 
Pali and the Punch Bowl. 
The Pali 


is six and a half miles from Honolulu. 
The word, I think, means , a hill or 
cliff and is made famous as the place 
where King Kamihamika drove his 
enemies to their doom over a precipice 
of five hundred feet. 
The road thither 


is macadamized and gradually ascends 
until it reaches the last, hill, twelve 
hundred feet above the sea level. 
The 


view from this hill is sublime. 
At 


your feet is a sheer descent of at least 
five hundred feet; above your head 
are hills eight hundred 
feet 
high, 


wreathed in clouds. Stretching off and 
away from Honolulu towards the pea 
are well tilled farms with the gray 
lights of old ocean as the boundary. 
There is rain almost every day in the 
yea'r in the Pali and a strong wind. 
It \\as the Fourth of July and we cel- 
pbiated it by cheers for the flags which 
were floating from many buildings in 
the city, and by thoughts of what the 
flag means of liberty to the individual. 
I could not help'sending a thought to 
Virginia City where the citizens of my 
o\\ n state were keeping green 
and 


fresh the memory of the day. 


On oui way back to'Honolulu we 


climbed Punch Bowl hill,- an extinct 
crater, from which we had a superb 
panorama 
extending from . Diamond 


Head and Maikiki to Kapioiana Park 
and the Mariani mountains. 
Far out 


in the 
harbor we 
discovered 
the 


steamer Anglia which laid the cable 
from Midway Islands and on the 4th 
of July made the connections which 
girdles the earth and gives to all the 
nations of the world almost instant 
communication with each other.

IT WAS GOOD WORK 


I 


N his recently publish-ed Interview Senator Newlands 


made a number of observations that are worthy of 


more than a passing thought. 
They should be well and 


carefully considered. 
Among other thing's he said. 
"I 


have read over the acts oC the last legrlslatuie contained 
in the book of published statutes sent to me at Washing- 
ton. I do not think that any legislature in the history of 
the State has passed so beneficial a lot of laws as those 
contaJned In this book." 


In the forgoing statement Senator Newlands is doubt- 


less right. It may be concederl that some'things were done 
•which might as well or better have been left undone, and 
that some things which ought to have been done were 
omitted but such errors and omissions are Incident to 
the work of all law making bodies. What the last legis- 
lature did was in the main, on coriect lines, not only in- 
tended to be beneficial, but actually so. 
- 


As the Senator suggests some of these laws may need 


•amendment. Very few measures of a comprehensive char- 
acter are perfect when first enacted. 
Necessarily they 


are framed on general lines, and changes here'and there 
are needed to make them lit special conditions. The work 
of the last legislature was peculiarly difficult. 
It was the 


first general and systematic legislative effort for the up- 
building and industrial development of the State, and in 
the absence of well-tried mortals to copy after it would 
have been strange Indeed if no mistakes had been made. 


Much of the criticism to which last winter's legislation 


has been subjected has been of a rabid partisan chaiacter, 
the animus being so palpable as to deprive the ciiticism 
of all weight with fair minded men. At first es-ery Repub- 
lican, gun was trained upon the iriigutiori legislation, both 
the national and State laws being derided and denounced 
as of no value to Nevada. .President Roosevelt came here 
and declared that the national law was of the greatest val- 
ue to this Slate, that our local legislation might well be 
taken as a model for other States to follow, and that Ne- 
vada had led the way in this grand project for the reclarn- 
n.tion of the arid west. At once the Republican press be- 
<came silent on the subject of irrigation, and turned their 
lire on the tax reduction laws which had been placed upon 
the statute books. If a Republic-, in Presldtnt u ere to come 
••along and say that these laws \\ere good, Republican crit- 
icism of the measures would bo stilled ns quickly as the 
irrigation laws. 


In this, The Journal does not \\ish to be understood as 


Intimating that all Republicans have been thus unfair, 
for some of them have not, but such undoubtedly has been 
the attitude of the major portion of the Republican press. 
Now and then we find a foimer fu.siomst with a real or 
imaginary personal grievance who is ready to carp at ev- 
erything in the way of 1-egrislation that has been done. 
These men and their motives are also well understood and 
their shafts fall as harmless as bird-shot ftom the armor- 
plate of a battleship . The purpose of both these elements 
lias been to mold public sentiment adversely to last win- 
ter's principal legislation before it has had a chance to vin- 
dicate itself by a fair trial. 


As before observed nearly nil the legislation that has 


been so savagely attacked was Intended to promote the 
public good, and no fair mind will condemn it until it has 
been tried and found wanting in its general scope and 
character. Nor will the necessity of amendments, if such 
necessity should arise, work its condemnation. Even the 
constitution of the "United States, one of the grandest tri- 
ismphs of human statesmanship, has been amended in 
many substantial particulars.

Boosevelt, the fact is ignored and passed by in silence/ 
\I that same work is commended by Champ Clark with a 
little more1 of point and directness the Missouri congress- 
man Is accused of being in the employ of the Nevada sen- 
ator, if some imaginary defect is found in a law passed 
by the last legislature Newlands is to blame for 
it, of 


course, and the laws in which he ,took a special interest, 
those relating to irrigation, taxation and the hours of la- 
bor, have all been condemned without trial. He has ac- 
tually been accused, by implication, of favoring and fath- 
ering a tax law which increases his own tax burdens for 
the ••benefit of the railroads. When his eldest daughter 
married, even that event was made the occasion for a 
?oui blow under the Senator's belt. So it has been, and so 


it probably will be hereafter-

Nevertheless the Senator returns to Nevada, -eschews 


political discussion, and devotes 'his time, money, energy 
and best intelligence to projects for the upbuilding of the 
State. For a. "political adventurer" and a "public enemy," 
as he has been called, he certainly is doing remarkably 
.well.

The total commercial value of the gold 
and silver produced in Nevada In 1902 
was $4,880,786.

ABOUT THOSE TAX LAWS 


MT is amusing to read in some of the Nevada newspapers 
§ 
that the tax legislation of last winter permits the rail- 


roads to fix their own assessments, and an issue or two 
later read In the same papers that the Southern Pacific 
railroad Is m trouble with all or nearly all of. the assess- 
ors in counties through which that road and its blanches 
•extend, because of alleged over-assessments. Such contia- 
•dlctlons strrmly show the senseless character of the state- 
ment first referred to. 


Another equally absurd statement is one to the effect 


that the State Board of Assessors has permanently fixed 
the value of certain railroads at $15,000 per mile. Of 
course nothing of the kind has been done. The value has 
been fixed for the current year only, and the State Board 
Sias no authority to fix the value of any piopertv for more 
that one year at a lime. 


The Board must meet in January of each year foi the 


purpose of establishing a valuation of railroads and rail- 
road properly, tclegiaph and telephone lines, electric light 
=and power line, cattle, sheep and other pioperty which in 
'the judgment of the asscbsors can be moie uniformly as- 
•sesscd mul valued by them acting collects ely than by the 
•county assessors acting separately. In doing this of course 
•the conditions existing in the various counties will be ta- 
ken into consideration and the values fixed accordingly. 


The assumption has been persistently indulged that

property at low flgruies, while the law providing for a re- 
•duectlon of the rates will force the assessors to place high-
